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NO RAIN IS EXPEC TLD when the Apollo 11 astronauts land 
on the moon, but they’ll carry this umbrella anyway.

Special Hoover report raps 


bleeding heart' officials 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Campus violence 
is being encouraged by “bleedingheart” 
college administrators who are afraid 
to prosecute student militants, accord­ 
ing to FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover. 
In a report to Congress made public 
today, the nation’s top law enforcement 
officer described campus turmoil as one 
of many manifestations of a break­ 
down in law and order that is increas­ 
ing the burdens of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 
Hoover laid the blame for college dis­ 
orders partly on “New Left” instiga­ 
tors, but more on easy going school 
authorities. 
“ Many of the school administrators 
appear unable to distinguish between 
legitimate protest and unlawful acts 
and there are far too many bleeding 
hearts among them whose pallis’ivn 
titude has served only to magnify the pro­ 
blem by encouraging the escalation of 
demands and further disorders,” Hoov­ 
er said. 
“ What is needed is more guts on the 
part of many presidents of the univer­ 
sities and colleges. They should expel 
the violent militants who take the law in­ 
to their own hands rather than grant 
them amnesty for their criminal acts.” 
Hoover said student activists, “un­ 
der the pretense of the struggle for stu­ 
dent rights, deny the majority of students 
the right to pursue their education in 
peace. 
Hoover expressed his opinions April 
17 in closed door testimony before a 
House Appropriations subcommittee. He 
declined a subsequent invitation to testify 
publicly on campus disorder before the 
House Education and Labor Committee. 
Highlights of the FBI ch iefs general 
review of bureau activities included: 
Wiretapping — Forty-nine telephone 
taps and five microphone installations 
are being employed by the FBI “in the 
security field,” all of them “approved 
in advance and in writing by the At­ 
torney General.” He did not expand on 
this and was not asked about the con­ 
troversy over the FBI eavesdropping 
on Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. in the 


year before his death. 
SDS — The Students for a Democrat­ 
ic Society is “at the core of the New 
Left movement,” which represents “a 
threat to established law and order and 
to the stability of our society,” and 
which has exhibited “a steadily increas­ 
ing degree of hard core Communist 
influence.” Some of its funds come 
from “wealthy benefactors” including 
a Cleveland industrialist, a New Eng­ 
land heiress and “a very prominent 
foundation in New York.” Hoover did 
not name them. 
Crime — “Crime has reached such 
proportions that morality, integrity, law 
and order and other cherished princi­ 
ples of this country’s great heritage 
are fighting for their very survival 
in many communities today.” Prelimi- 
i«.ports indicated a 17 per cent 
increase in crime in 1968 over the pre­ 
vious year. Crime is costing Ameri­ 
cans an estimated $31 billion a year. 


Justice — “ The American public right­ 
fully expects that those in positions 
of authority will conscientiously carry 
out their responsibilities to the law 
observing public by avoiding undue con­ 
cern over legal technicalities and con­ 
trived evasions which mock justice. Ex­ 
cusing the criminal behavior of indiv­ 
iduals because of their social or econ­ 
omic deprivations is one curious at­ 
titude witnessed today.” 
Communism — “Although activities 
of old line communist organizations 
in the United States have been over­ 
shadowed by the militancy of the New 
Left and radical disorders, the threat 
of communism has certainly not dim­ 
inished.”

Farm Bureau 
to get aid 
on tax move 
The County Farm Bureau is expected 
to get strong backing from county tax­ 
payer groups in its recommendation 
that the Board of Supervisors divert 
up to $350,000 from road funds this fis­ 
cal year to the county general fund to 
help avert a big tax rate rise.

Rockefeller says 
tour to aid in 
drafting policy 


NEW YORK (UPI)— Despite the riot­ 
ing and protests that accompanied his 
20-nation tour of Central and South 
America, Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
thinks visits for President Nixon pro­ 
duced results that will enable him to 
recommend a new “ hemisphere-wide 
U.S. policy.” 
His arrival at Kennedy International 
Airport Sunday echoed the disorders 
that accompanied some of the stops 
on the four part fact finding mission, 
which began May 11. 
Three hundered 
youths, chanting "Cuba si, Rocky no!” 
and holding signs which said “ Latin 
America doesn't want you— we don’t 
either,” gathered at the airport ter­ 
minal an hour before Rockefeller’s of­ 
ficial jet landed. 
The police scuffled briefly with the 
young people and kept them away from 
Rockefeller’s 
party. The 
New York 
governor left by helicopter for his es­ 
tate at Pocantico Hills, N.Y., after a 
short news conference, never coming 
within sight of the demonstrators. 
He plans to report to the President 
next month on all phases of Latin Am­ 
erican life- economics, politics, social, 
cultural 
and 
educational affairs- “ re­ 
lating to U.S. policy and U.S. govern­ 
ment organization.” 
Summing up the 43,470 mile trip, 
Rockefeller said: 
“ The problems that developed during 
the course of the trip are clear evidence 
of the fact that all is not well and that 
there is an urgent need for change in 
our policies.” 
As he flew in from Bridgetown, Bar­ 
bados, Rockefeller said, he received 
a message from Nixon indicating the 
President “ is pleased with the mission 
and looks forward to receiving my re­ 
commendations.” He declined to reveal 
the contents of his report, but said 
the balance of the trade is a major

“ there's more money coming back to 
the United States than is going out.”

Man charged 
in Michigan 
co-ed murder

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (UPI)—A slender, 
28-year-old handyman was charged late 
Sunday with the murder of one of seven 
young women killed in the area in the 
last two years. 
Police Chief Walter Krasny said there 
is a “ very good possibility” the arrest 
of Frnest L, Bishop Jr could be a turn­ 
ing point in the case that has plagued 
police and terrified coeds of two univer­ 
sities. 
“ We hope that whe*> we get this wrap­ 
ped up we might l 
able to 
connect 
something to the others,” Krasny said. 
“ There is a possibility there could be 
a connection.” 
However, after a night of interrogn- 
tion, police said Bishop could not have 
had any connection with two of the other 
six slayings because he was in a southern 
Michigan prison when they occurred. 
They did not say which slayings they 
referred to. 
Police said Bishop, who “ does some 
kind of repair work” and had been 
in Ann Arbor “ for the past couple of 
years,” would be arraigned in district 
court today for the murder of Margaret 
Phillips, 25. 
Miss Phillips, a University of Michi­ 
gan doctoral candidate in sociology who 
had been researching the unsolved sex 
murders, died Sunday morning,,34, hour& 
after she was shot three times, twice In 
the head, at her apartment. She never 
regained consciousness. 
Krasny admitted late Sunday police 
circulated a false report that Miss 
Phillips had spoken during her suspen­ 
sion between life and death at the hos­ 
pital to try to force the killer to act. 
“ I wouldn’t say there was no reao- 
tion,” Krasny s a i i 
Krasny and Washtenaw County pros^ 
cutor William Delhey refused to divulge 
the 
circumstances 
of 
Bishop’s ar­ 
rest, other than to say the 5-foot-5, 
131 pound man surrendered quietly. 
Bishop, known locally as “ Junior Bish­ 
op, was questioned intensively by police 
to determine if any connection existed 
between the latest death and the six 
others which have turned this University 
City and nearby Ypsilanti into fear ridden 
towns where girls go out at night only 
in groups. 
Krasny said the department received 
telephone tips Saturday night and found 
finger prints at Miss Phillips’ apart­ 
ment. 
Miss Phillips, described as a shy, 
friendly girl who kept six cats, had been 
informally studying the previous six 
murders and kept stacks of her notes 
at her apartment. Her doctoral thesis 
involved the study of disturbances. 
She was slain shortly after midnight 
Saturday morning, soon after she a<i- 
mitted a man into her apartment. 


Highway deaths 
set grim record

In a copyrighted article for Knight 
Newspapers Inc., Vera Glaser and Mal­ 
vina Stephenson said Sunday President 
John F. Kennedy’s wife expressed these 
and other feelings in private memoran­ 
da she wrote while living in the White 
House. 
The two reporters said the former 
First lady's private papers present a far 
more "sophisticated and witty” picture 
of her than the one painted by her pri­

secretary,

Gallagher, in 
a forthcoming book and they suggested 
Mrs. Gallagher's book “ may be a delib­ 
erate hatchet job” on the woman who is 
now married to Greek shipping magnate 
Aristotle Onassis. 
But the reporters said Mrs. Kennedy 
did reveal some common human foibles 
in her memos. 
She worried about too much drinking 
at White House parties, they said, quot­ 
ing from one note she allegedly wrote 
her housekeeper: “ Liquor often flows too 
freely here and I find it as abhorrent to 
hear a reception turning into drunken 
laughter as I do to hear loud jazz crash­ 
ing through the East Room.”

McIntyre refused to say how

SACRAMENTO (UPI>—“ All I 
know,” grinned Gov.

Reagan, “ is that I’ve got a 
budget and he voted against it 
right down to the w ire.”

And 
reporters, now that the bitter 
fight was over, were asking the 
two political foes who they felt

Unruh 
expects to challenge Reagan in 
next year’s gubernatorial elec­ 
tion. 
Republicans claim they won— 
that Unruh and his Democrats 
didn’t gain much materially; 
and the former speaker once 
again 
was 
exposed 
as 
a 
politically motivated “ obstruc­ 
tionist.” 
Democrats aren’t so sure 
about who won politically. The 
minority 
party 
contends 
it 
shunted 
aside 
politics 
and 
fought the “ good fight” for 
school children. And in doing 
so, they say, Reagan’s “ stub- 
borness’ was publicly exposed.

The state was plunged into a 
new fiscal year without authori­ 
ty to spend money.

Even if the Senate did pass a 
mini-budget, the governor said, 
he’d veto it. 
What one Republican leader 
term ed a “ mutual face saving 
device” was negotiated Wednes­

between Democrats and 
Assembly Speaker Robert T. 
Monagan,

with the governor’s office. 
Unruh

Reagan had refused to deal 
with

The 
Inglewood 
Democrat had flown to Los 
Angeles for “ private meetings” 
unaware negotiations were un­ 
derway. 
Actually, 
Unruh 
had been 
forced into the fight anyway by

Three Democratic spokesmen 
—¿enovich, Bob Moretti of Van

balked 
at their 
leaders’ plan.

Republican governor announced

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Vietnam battle lull ends

SAIGON 
(UPI)—Fighting on 
five fronts outside Saigon and 
the Communist invasion of a 
coastal U.S. outpost signaled 
the apparent end today to the 
battle lull which the Allies had 
hoped was a sign the guerrillas 
were scaling down the war. 
U.S. headquarters in Saigon 
said six Americans were killed 
and 18 wounded early today 
when guerrillas invaded their 
camp 120 miles east-northeast 
of Saigon behind a m ortar and 
rocket barrage. The estimated 
15 Reds inflicted “ moderate” 
damage on the 200-man coastal 
garrison and then pulled out, 
leaving behind two dead, the 
announcement said. U.S. planes 
attacked their escape routes. 
It was the first major ground 
attack since the lull began two 
weeks ago and followed fighting 
Sunday which killed a total of 
165 
Viet 
Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese, at least 72 of them 
in five clashes within 55 miles 
of Saigon. 
The 
upsurge 
in 
fighting 
coincided with the final day of 
preparations for the first U.S. 
unit going home under Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s withdrawal plan. 
The unit-an 814-man battalion 
of the U.S. 9th Infantry Division 
—went 
through its paces in 
close order drill at Dong Tam 
before 
boarding 
transports 
Tuesday for the United States. 
The Saigon-area fighting Sun­ 
day cost three Americans slain 
and 32 wounded, all in one 
fight, 29 miles northwest of 
Saigon. Behind tanks and air 
strikes, the GIs killed 10 North 
Vietnamese in the midafternoon 
encounter, the U.S. command 
said. 
Guerrilla ground gunners 40 
miles southwest of the capital 
shot down a U.S. Air Force 
F100 Supersabre but the pilot 
bailed out safely. Northwest of 
the capital, an Army observa­ 
tion helicopter crashed, crip­ 
pled by ground fire, wounding 
one crewman. 
Military spokesmen reported 


no major battling except the 
Saigon-area 
fights 
and 
the 
guerrilla attack on the central 
coast. There was no indication 
that Communist troops else­ 
where had come out of the 
bivouacs to which they retreat­ 
ed two weeks ago. 
Strategic Air Command bom­ 
bers went after those hideouts 
in four overnight raids, hitting 
camps north and east of Saigon 
and southwest of Da Nang in an 
effort 
to 
break 
up 
large 
concentrations of Communist 
troops. 
Guerrilla gunners shelled 13 
Allied 
bases 
across 
South 
Vietnam during the night, a 
sharp decrease from the 43 
targets they hit the previous 
night in their heaviest bom­ 
bardment in a month. Head­ 
quarters said the latest round 
of attacks caused light losses. 
Maj. Gen. Ormond Simpson, 
commander 
of the U.S. 1st 
Marine Division, had said the 


lull in the fighting was being 
investigated as a possible sign 
from the Communists that they 
were ready to scale down the 
war. 
Allied negotiators in Paris 
said it was too early to tell 
whether the upswing in fighting 
Sunday meant the Communists 
had resumed operations against 
the Allies across South Viet­ 
nam.

Finch played role in 
desegregation policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -HEW 
Secretary 
Robert 
H. 
Finch 
played a positive role-and not 
because of White House pres­ 
sure—in 
shaping 
the 
Nixon 
administration’s school dese­ 
gregation 
policy, 
informed 
sources said today. 
This view, reported to UPI by 
close observers of the health, 
education and welfare secreta­ 
ry, conflicts with the “ man in 
the middle” 
image of Finch 
that emerged in recent weeks. 
Before and after the new policy 
emerged last week, Finch had 
been 
pictured 
as 
resisting 
White House efforts to reward 
President 
Nixon’s 
southern 
supporters with “ softer” guide­ 
lines for classroom integration. 
The new policy, which scraps 
integregation 
deadlines 
for 
some southern school districts, 
has been attacked by liberals 
as 
a 
weakening 
of 
the 
government’s stand. The White 
House has defended it saying 
Nixon is “ unequivocally com­ 
mitted” 
to 
ending 
racial 
discrimination in the schools. 
Under the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act, 
Finch has the duty of 
setting 
integration standards 
for schools that get federal aid. 
But shortly after taking office 
he publicly declared that, in his 
view, educational values, gener­ 
ally, should take precedence 
over integration for integra­ 
tion’s sake. 
But in other public state­ 
ments, including ones made as 
late 
as a week ago, Finch 
insisted 
there 
would be no 
weakening of the school dese­ 
gregation guidelines as drafted 
by the Johnson Administration. 
These seemingly conflicting 
statements led to a double view 
of 
Finch 
which 
some have 
resolved by depicting Finch as 
a 
man 
under 
White 
House 
pressure. 


The President took a cam­ 
paign stand against withholding 
federal funds to enforce some 
policies. And Finch, considered 
a liberal, was believed unlikely 
to slacken the desegregation 
drive of his own will. 
However, close observers say 
Finch had a positive role in 
shaping the new Nixon school 
policy and did not assum e this 
role under White House pres­ 
sure.

Early today they were to fly 
back to the Cape where plans 
called for them to live in crew 
quarters at the moonport until 
their July 16 launch.

a 12 or 14 hour workday” as the 
launch time nears.

some parts of their mission and 
a detailed study of the spot 
Armstrong and Aldrin hope to 
set down their landing craft, 
which they named “Eagle,” on 


the southwestern edge of the 
arid lunar Sea of Tranquillity. 
“ We have several simulations 
yet to be accomplished with the 
mission control renter,” Aldrin 
said in a weekend interview.

prised looks. 
The m etam orphosis o fP e tro 
celli from banjo to power hit­ 
te r, however, cannot be attribut­ 
ed solely to freeze-dried Max­ 
im or pre-gam e solitude. Most 
of the credit, he says, belongs 
to BoW}y D oerr, the Red Sox’ 
batting coach. 
“ At the end of last season, 
I went to Bobby and asked him 
to help m e,” Petrocelli says. 
“ I was uppercutting too many 
good pitches and popping up, and 
ch(^ping down at too many oth­ 
e rs and grounding out. He told 
me I would have to sta rt swing­ 
ing straight at the ball instead 
of under it, or over it, as I 
had been doing. When I got to 
spring training, I tried it and 
it worked.” 
P etrocelli says the short left- 
field wall at Fenway Park has 
helped his home run total, which 
has already surpassed his p re­ 
vious one - season high of 19. 
More surprising to him, how­

his batting average, 
which has been around .330 all 
season, or about 60 points more 
than he usually hits.

Fifteen years ago sports in 
LA consisted mostly of riding 
the mechanical horse at one of

Then, after the Dodgers mov­ 
ed in from Brooklyn, LA’s traiv 
sition

foul bal.s awhile) but today Los 
Angeles boasts 
probably the 
widest range of spectator sports 
available 
in the country and 
many of its most know ledges 
ble fans.

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John F. Kennedy's bold dream to 
reach moon may come true July 21

SPACE CENTER, HOUSTON 
(UPI)—Man’s ages-old yearning 
to set foot on the moon seems 
about to be realized. 
If all goes as planned, Apollo 
11 commander Neil A. Arm­ 
strong 
will place the 
first 
human footprint on the moon’s 
surface at precisely 2:19 a.m. 
(EDT), Monday, July 21. 
Never before will man have 
taken such a giant step. For the 
first 
time he 
will 
have 
journeyed to another world-an 
accomplishment that only a few 
years ago seemed a crazy, 
impossible dream. 
How has it been done? Why 
has it been done? 
The moon, shimmering so 
invitingly in the night sky, has 
drawn 
man like 
a 
golden 
magnet since the 
dawn of his 
life on earth. Through the aeons 
men have worshiped the moon 
through such deities as the 
Greek goddess Artemis. They 
have written poems and songs 
with the moon as their theme. 
And, since at least the second 
century A.D., men have sprin­ 
kled their literature with stor­ 
ies of travel to the moon. 
It was fine stuff for fictions 
and fableS-and dreaming. 
Then 
President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy-with a single setence 
spoken 
May 25, 
1961 —chal­ 
lenged this nation to turn the 
dream into reality. 
“ I believe,” he said in a 
special message to Congress, 
“ This nation should commit 
itself to achieving the goal, 
before this decade is out, of 
landing a man on the moon and 
returning him safely to earth. 
“ No single space project in 
this 
period 
will 
be 
more 
impressive 
to 
mankind, 
or 
more important for the long- 
range exploration of space; and 
none will be so difficult or 
expensive to accomplish.” 
Just 
62 
words. 
Yet they 
stirred 
the 
Congress, 
won 
speedy acceptance of a moon- 
landing as a national goal that 
would cost $20 billion or more, 
and set in motion the greatest 
mobilization of a nation’s effort 
ever seen outside wartime. 
Kennedy was not the first 
man to seriously propose a 
moon landing. 
A High Price 
Rocket genius Dr. Wernher 
von Braun, father of the Saturn 
5 
launcher 
that 
will speed 
Apollo 11 toward the moon, had 
seriously 
considered manned 
lunar landings since 1952. 
On Jan. 2, 1959, the original 
Select House Space Committee 
issued 
a 
report quoting 20 
experts 
saying such a goal 
could be reached by 1968-ifthe 
nation was willing to pay the 
price. 
In July of 1960 the House 
Space Committee — controlled 
by Democrats-demanded that 
the Republican administration 
of President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower commit the nation to 
placing a man on the moon by 
1970. 
National space plans at that 
time included unmanned explor­ 
ation of the moon and a series 
of one-man Mercury flights in 
earth 
orbit 
to 
see if man 
could survive in space. 
The fledgling space agency 
had on its drawing boards a 
plan, code-named “ Apollo,” to 
fly a three-man spaceship in 
earth orbit for up to 14 days 
and 
ultimately 
to 
hurl 
it 
nonstop around the moon. But 
it was just, in one congress­ 
man’s words, a “designer's 
dream.” 
Go-Slow Policy 
Eisenhower’s advisors such 
as Vannevar Bush (who once 
told a congressional committee 
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rockets 
could 
not span the 
ocean), James Killian (who felt 
instruments could do m95than 
man 
in 
space) 
and 
Lee 
Dubridge (now President Nix­ 
on’s chief science advisor, and 
more commited now than then 
to man-in-space projects) ad­ 
vised the President to adopt a 
go-slow policy. 
He 
did, 
but 
he kept the 
program alive. In September of 
1960 “ Apollo” was upgraded to 
full study status, and industry 
was asked to propose ways it 
could be carried out. 
That was the space program 
Kennedy adopted when he took 
the presidency. 
Man had yet to fly in space, 
but on April 12, 1961 Russia 
announced it had flown a man, 
cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin, once 
around the globe. He was the 
first man in space and the 
Soviets had chalked up another 
first. 
America’s Alan B. Shepard 
made his suborbital Mercury 
flight 23 days later, on May 5, 
but in the interim-on April 17, 
just five days after Gagarin’s 
flight—the Cuban Bay of Pigs 
invasion started and ended in 
disastrous failure. 
The 
United 
States needed 
something that could capture 
the imagination of the world 
and present the nation in a 
good light. 
Kennedy turned to space and 
technology-, where Russia had 
grabbed so many propaganda 
points. He knew the existing 
Russian arsenal of rockets was 
far more powerful than any­ 
thing the United States pos­ 
sessed So he asked his advisors 
to find a space goal where the 
two nations would have to start 
as equals, and where American 
technology could likely win. 
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The 
experts 
suggested 
a 
moon landing. All the necessary 
equipment existed or had been 
designed, 
they 
said. But it 
would 
take 
rockets 
more 
powerful 
than 
either 
nation 
possessed. 
Famous Speech 
Kennedy liked the idea. Three 
weeks 
later 
he started his 
famous May 25 speech with the 
words: “ Now is the time . . . 
for this nation to take a clearly 
leading role in space achieve­ 
ment, 
which 
in many ways 
holds the key to our future on 
earth.” 
Opponents of the moon goal 
from that day have criticized it 
bitterly as an overly expensive 
“crash program.” They have 
said it takes money away from 
more worthy causes here on 
earth, that it is a spectacular 
more valuable for political and 
propaganda purposes than for 
science. 
Those who favor the program 
disagree with the critics. They 
point to the rapid technological 
advance the Apollo program 
has fostered, including much 
technology 
that 
has 
been 
applied 
outside 
the 
space 
program. They also point to the 
burning scientific interest 
in 
the moon, and to the potential 
military advantage of being “ on 
the moon.” 
‘The perils will be successful­ 
ly navigated. There will be 
footprints in the lunar dust,” 
the 
late 
Hugh 
L. 
Dryden, 
deputy space agency adminis­ 
trator, 
predicted 
with 
con­ 
fidence in 1964 as he viewed the 
almost 
complete 
plans 
for 
Apollo. 
This month his words, and 
Kennedy’s goal, are put to the 
test of fulfilment.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—Put in 
financial terms, 
it may not 
mean much to you that the 
sellers’ market for movies for 
television now has shifted so 
that it is a buyer’s market. 
But this fact will affect what 
you see on the home screen, 
and what it means in simpler 
terms 
is 
that 
the 
loss in 
popularity of televised movies 
now has given the networks the 
upper hand over motion picture 
studios. 
The shift in market power is 
gone into astutely in an article 
in the latest issue of “ Variety,” 
the 
weekly 
show 
business 
newspaper, which notes: 
“ The price of motion pictures 
not only has stopped climbing 
where the webs (networks) are 
concerned but—supply and de­ 
mand being what it is—may 
even start coming down . . . 
tighter bank money for film 
production 
further 
supports 
buyers’ prospects for a dowi* 
slide in prices. Network p ro 
gram execs, confronted with a 
sellers’ 
market 
in features 
these past several years, now 
see the situation tilting their 
way for a change.” 
The newspaper adds that the 


simple reason for the shift is 
that the networks aren’t as 
“ panicky” over movies as they 
once 
were. 
The 
ratinge of 
movies have dropped overall. 
“ And, inTV,” saysthepaper, 
“ ratings 
govern the demand, 
hence the prices, any network 
will pay.” 
“ While things were going well 
for pictures in the Nielsens, 
several studios were sitting on 
their 
backlogs 
playing 
the 
inflationary spiral, 
deferring 
the big selloff to the most 
opportune moment when they 
could demand a still higher per- 
title top. The selloff usually 
came 
in 
a 
year 
when the 
company needed to hypo its 
profit performance.” 
What is aiding the networks’ 
power position now, the news^ 
paper observes, “ is the know­ 
ledge 
that the studios need 
large flushes of cash for major 
feature production and this is 
one 
of 
the 
tightest 
money 
markets in years. When there 
is money to be had from banks, 
it comes at fantastically high 
interest rates. 
“ Needing cash, the studios 
are being forced to come to the 
networks, 
and 
gone 
is 
the 
seller’s market.”

Although no human beings were killed by the poison that turned 
the picturesque 
Rhine River into a deadly stream filled with 
the bodies of untold millions of fish, the incident is more seri­ 
ous than the famed disaster in Donora, Pa., in 1948, when a 
chemically laden smog asphyxiated 20 persons, or the killer 
smog in London in 1952 which caused or hastened the deaths 
of an estimated 4,000 persons with respiratory aliments. 
London and Donora could be called freakish, isolated acci­ 
dents, a combination of human 
thoughtlessness and unusual 
meteorological 
conditions. The pollution of the Rhine was an 
accident, too, apparently caused by the spillage of a powerful 
insecticide called Endosulvan. 


But the Rhine catastrophe, more than these others — more 
even than the wreck of the Torrey Canyon off the coast of 
England or the oil well leakage in the Santa Barbara Channel 
— illustrates the frightening possibilities of man’s growing abil­ 
ity to lay waste or profoundly alter vast areas of his natural 
environment, intentionally or not. 
According to one expert, a single 220-pound sack of the insec­ 


ticide could have been enough to render this great international 
waterway, a vital resource for tens of millions of Europeans, 
biologically dead. Dead it was, for nearly a week, and no one 
knows how long it will take for it to recover completely. 
One can only speculate on what the consequences could have 
been had the U.S. Army gone ahead with its plan to dump, not 
220 pounds, but 27,000 tons, of nerve gas into the Atlantic 
Ocean and had the gas somehow escaped from its containers. 
In the long run, however, it is not the spectacular catas­ 
trophes we have to fear. In fact, if we had more of them, 
we might start doing something about pollution. It is the slow, 
steady accretion of industrial and agricultural wastes in the 
earth’s 
finite supplies of water and atm osphere—and in the 
bodies of living organisms, 
including man — that poses the 
greater danger. 
It is still cheaper (we think) to dump our wastes on nature 
and let them take care of themselves than to make the tremen­ 
dous expenditures necessary to bring pollution under control. 
But nature may some day present us with a due bill for our 
folly, one which may cost us more than mere money.

— Tax reform 
has a sinister sound here in the capital 
of petroleum. It has the look of a dagger 
pointed at the heart of the tax privileges 
that oil, 
along with all other minerals, 
has enjoyed for more than 40 years. 
The 27% 
per cent knocked off the 
oil producer’s 
income for a “ wasting 
asset” is the most conspicuous of these 
privileges. But there is another even 
dearer to the industry. This concerns 
the “ intangibles,” a word in the oil 
man’s vocabulary equivalent to mother­ 
hood or patriotism. If Congress changes 
the tax code to eliminate the deduction 
for intangibles it will be a dark day in 
Dallas 
It works like this. As 
an oil opera- 
tor, 
whether 
an in­ 
dependent 
or one of 
the 
majors, 
60 to 
70 per cent of drilling 
costs 
are 
immedi­ 
ately deductible. And 
that applies if it is a 
dry 
hole 
or 
a big 
producer. 
In the in­ 
fancy 
of the industry 
the 
idea 
was 
to 
provide 
an incentive 
to get more and more of the black stuff 
out of the earth. 
Parlaying the 27% per cent and the 
intangibles 
explains how some of the 
richest men in the country pay little or 
no federal 
income tax. The 27% per 
cent skimmed off the top means on very 
large incomes a generous wherewithal. 
The 
60 to 70 per cent deducted for in­ 
tangibles allows the resourceful opera­ 
tor to acquire and exploit constantly 
increasing new holdings. 
A standout in this league of H. L. Hunt. 
A legendary figure both for his penur­ 
iousness and his wealth, which rivals 
put at between $600 million and $1 bil­ 
lion, he is the No. 1 independent with 
operations around the globe as well as 
in a half-dozen states, including Alas­ 
ka. 
For a number 
of years he paid eith­ 
er no tax or minuscule 
amounts as 
measured against his fabulous income. 
Hunt and his lawyers are so resource­ 
ful that, 
until the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue cracked down, even the deluge 
of rightist propaganda he puts out was 
tax deductible under the educational and 
charitable provision of the tax 
code. 
Although he proudly proclaims his gen­ 
erosity to political 
candidates on the 
far right — to Max Rafferty 
in Cali­ 
fornia last year — the record shows his 
contributions are not in the fat class. 
Hunt is a painful subject for the new 
breed 
of oil men concerned 
in their 
discreetly elegant 
board rooms over 
the industry’s poor public relations. 
They talk science and technology and 
the need for ever larger amounts 
of 
capital as oil exploration becomes more 
and more costly. Feeling the hot breath 
of the tax reformers, 
they consider 
the eccentric 
billionaires out of the 
pioneering wildcat 
era an em barrass­ 
ment. 
Without the tax privileges, these sob. 
er finance men say, it will be impos­ 
sible to find the $200 billion in capital 
required to supply the nation’s petrols 
urn needs through 1980. Inevitably, the 
talk turns to the industry’s greatest 
during do — the huge find on the arctic 
slope in Alaska. 
That 
endeavor staggers the imagina- 
tion. 
The pipe line from Prudhoe Bay 
on Alaska’s 
extreme 
northern boun­ 
dary 
across 800 miles of frozen tun­ 
dra to Valdez in the south must be built 
on stilts. It will cost by conservative 
estimate $1 billion. A new-type 
ic^ 
breaking tanker is being built to exper­ 
iment with a route through the Northwest 
Passage. 
The pipe line will carry a 
million barrels of oil a day. 
Despite the Nixon pledge in last year’s 
campaign that the 27% 
per cent will 
stand, the threat of reform is real. 
Those who have long argued the need 
to close a whole series of loopholes are 
riding the tide of a taxpayers’ revolt. 
The National 
Committee on Tax Just­ 
ice headed by former 
Senator Paul H. 
Douglas, a zealous 
advocate 
of tax 
reforms 
throughout his career, 
esti­ 
mates an annual revenue gain of $1.6 
billion by eliminating the depletion al­ 
lowance 
and 
the deduction for intan- 
gibles. 
Within the oil industry there is no 


unanimity on how to face the enemy. 
Bolder spirits, such as Robert G. Dun­ 
lop of Sun Oil, call for an offensive 
— demand a higher allowance, 30 or 33 
per cent, as essential to cope with the 
country’s 
expanding oil requirements. 
While it is still only a whisper, the 
realists are beginning to suggest that 
compromise is in order. They pull back 
at the thought that opening the door to 
any reduction will mean eventually abol­ 
ishing the whole works. 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del„ hard­ 
ly an enemy of big business, proposed 
a cut to 20 per cent. This would be done 
in three stages at 2% per cent a year. 
With some Republican backing for the 
Democrats 
determined on tax reform 


in the Senate, that would seem to be the 
likely result. 
This is, however, far from certain. 
The Oil and Gas Journal lists 24 states 
with oil production, 
ranging from the 
small volume for Indiana to the big pro­ 
ducers in the southwest. Louisiana has 
2,078,000 barrels a day, and Louisiana’s 
Sen. Russell Long is a champion of the 
oil industry and chairman of the key 
Senate Finance Committee. The war 
is on, with the reformers organizing 
behind the tax rebellion. But the power­ 
ful 
self-interest of the long-entrenched 
oil producers cannot be discounted.

Good show, Chief Baker 


The fireworks display held Friday 
night to commemorate the nation’s day 
of independence went off well and was 
a great success despite chilling weather 
and threats posed by an uninvited and 
unwanted fog blanket. 
That Lompoc has this annual event 
is due almost singlehandedly to Fire 
Chief John Baker who each year takes 
on the responsibility of promoting the 
event and collecting the money— vol­ 
untary contributions— to underwrite the 
event. The event has cost $2,500 for 
each of the two recent celebrations. 
The patriotic celebration is now about 
six years old. It is an outgrowth of a 
safety movement on the part of Baker. 
The fire chief being safety minded as 
most fire chiefs are, appeared before 
the City Council back in 1963 and tried 
to sell the council members on the con­ 
tention that there is no such tiling as a 
safe and sane firecracker. “ They all 
are unsafe and should be banned,” plead­ 
ed Baker. 
Among the coun­ 
cil members at the 
time 
was 
Harley 
Craig, a man who 
has long and happy 
ties with patriotism 
via 
the 
American 
Legion, etc. Craig’s 
flag is always out on 
holidays and he is 
£ 
quick to promote the 
flag and the cause for 
which 
it 
stands. 
Craig had deep feelings about the tra­ 
dition of the firecrackers and its re­ 
lationship to the Fourth of July. And, 
as he told Baker, he planned to light- 
up a few himself when the Fourth rolled 
around. 
There was considerable sentiment for 
Craig’s feelings and Baker could see 
things weren’t going too well for his 
argument. Believing strongly in what 
he was 
attempting 
to promote, 
the 
banning of all fireworks, Baker then 
offered what he felt was a perfect solu­ 
tion. He would personally undertake to 
provide a fireworks show put on under 
controlled conditions by trained pyro­ 
technic experts. He even went so far 
as to volunteer to raise the funds with­ 
out resorting to city offers. Council 
agreed to the compromise solution and 
the annual fireworks show was born. 
Each year it has grown bigger and 
better even though the fog has proved 
a resourceful opponent. People have 
suggested 
more 
ground 
displays to 
circumvent the low-hanging fog blanket 
but this failed to satisfy those who pre­ 
ferred the loud bangs and the aerial 
displays. To date the shows have been 
a 
happy 
combination of ground and 
aerial displays although at times many 
of the skyrockets were lost in the over­ 
cast. 
This year it appeared that for the 
first time the fireworks show would 
fizzle before the fuse was lit. With 
less than three days to go before the 
event, Baker had only about $600 in 
contributions. He pleaded his case be­ 
fore the City Council— a sympathetic 
group but one which felt that the event 
was a public event and one which really 


belonged directly to the people. There 
was considerable reluctance to vote tax 
dollars to underwrite any portion of the 
event for fear that public apathy would 
erode the people participation to the 
point that it would become strictly a 
city-financed program. 
Not wanting the show to fail but not 
wanting to become its sponsor either, 
the city voted to toss in a $500 con­ 
tribution. The contribution had a rider. 
The money from the city could be used 
only in the event that the voluntary 
contributions did not reach $2,500. Still 
with only $1,100 really on hand there 
was every chance that the show would 
have to be drastically reduced in length 
and style or cancelled entirely. 
The people came through admirably 
well during the waning hours and when 
darkness came Friday night Chief Baker 
happily gave the order to fire the entire 
$2,500 order. 
It was a good show on the part of the 
people and Chief Baker.
